Motion to approve the issuance of Task Order No. 4 to Tetra Tech for an amount not to
exceed $82,577 to modify the Phase 2 scope of work for the certification of the
Maxent Levee in New Orleans East and the Forty Arpent Levee in the Lower Ninth
Ward and St. Bernard Parish to include additional subtasks.

East Jefferson Levee District (EJLD):

Orleans Levee District (O.L.D.):

Motion to authorize the procurement of Workers’ Compensation Insurance coverage
with LWCC through the Morrison Insurance Agency at an annual estimated cost of
$203,746 for a one-year period commencing on July 1, 2014.

Motion to authorize the renewal of Primary Flood Insurance coverage for the
Franklin Administration, Loft and Warehouse buildings with the Wright National
Insurance Company through the Eagan Agency at a total cost of $3,148 for a one-
year period commencing on July 21, 2014.

Motion to authorize the renewal of Excess Flood Insurance coverage for the
Franklin Warehouse Building ($1 million Building and $1 million Contents) with the
Lexington Insurance Company through the Eagan Agency at a total estimated cost
of $16,075.50 for one-year period commencing on July 29, 2014.



4. Motion to authorize the creation of a new bank account by the O.L.D. and the
annual deposit of funds into that account in amounts estimated by management and
further approved by the Board, beginning with a deposit of $2 million in this fiscal
year, or as soon as practical, to fund significant periodic maintenance of the
complex marine structures.
